COUNTRY SCHOOL YARD. 


Bow It Majr Be Converted Into • Thtef 


of Beauty. 


An energetic country school-teacher 


for wishing- to make the yard more at- 
tractive has, according to the OraDge 
Judd Farmer, to contend with the fol- 
lowing conditions: 
The yard com- 


prisesonesquare acre with the road run- 
ning along two sides. The \ iewe to be ob- 
tained are not particular!} desirable, 
being simple rural bccnes. The build- 
ing is a neat wooden structuio 30x50 
feet. 
Not much, money or time is 


available so the trees und shrtsvb must 
be inexpensive, juul some of them ob- 
tained from the neighboring woods. 
The idea is to cheaply and tastefully 
ornament the grounds without impair- 
ing their usefulness as. playgrounds, to 
ghe the children a KIIOW ledge of plant 
growth, and to teach them to nppreei- 
ate common trees and bhrulis. 


Firs,t lay out the walks. To insure, 


their being used make them perfectly 
straight. A prnu'1 walk is cheapest 
and is fairly sen iceable in all kinds of 
weather. A ne.it fence is an absolute 
necessity to keep off stray animals. 
The school is a hoiui1 for the children 
for a Urge part of the day, so the play- 
ground ought to be ample. Let the 
general playground for boys and girU 
occupy the bpaco east of the echool- 
house. The part marked lawn, is do- 
signed for a fctretch of velvety turf as 
neat and well-kept as, possible. 
This, 


if 
beautiful, gives character to the 


whole. 
While no keep off the grass 


signs need to be placed there, playing 
on that part of the yard must be re- 
stricted. The space marked girls is to 
be separated from the remainder by 
shrubs and trees. A secluded spot is 
thus pro\ ided where the gentler sex can 
keep their treasures, and can play house 
and other games suitable for young 
gills. As costly plants are out of the 
question most of them mu.st be small 
and common. Nathe trees and shrubs 
are generally about as attractive as 
foreign dhes, and are infinitely hardier 
and easier to make liie. It is well to 
ha\e a good variety of trees, though the 
grounds need not be made a sort of 
museum. Mnple, oak, elm, beech, \val- 
i'Ut, linden and tulip are all desirable 
liVcidnons kinds.

may be substituted. For the shrub- 
bery, lilac, barberry, snowball, and 
syringa tn.spir.T3 can be used to good ad- 
vantage.

grapevines can be made to produce fine 
effects on fences and outbuildings, or 
on rubbisli or stumps in the yard. Let 
the children experiment somewhat 
with plants, as it ia notde&ired that the 
yard be a stiff, formal affair suitable for 
a large city. Carefully set cot and 
trim everything1. Some one who has 
had considercfole practical experience 
should be secured to assist m this part 
of the work. The object in arranging 
the plants should be to secure as natural 
an appearance as possible. Much must 
depend on the teachers who have charge 
of the school, though it ia desirable to 
have an enlightened and energetic 
school board. 


The foregoing may not be exactly ap- 


plicable to every school yard, but it 
gives suggestions which if ndapted to 
local conditions will convert barren and 
iinsightJy school yards into things of 
benuty. The moral influence upon the 
children of such surroundings is worth 
all the improvement costs. Having 
gained the committee's consent, the 
teacher shonkl talk the matter up with 
pupils and parents, and gpt them to 
donate trees and shrubs so that the 
cost for purchased stock may be light. 
Then ha\e a field day, when the work 
of setting out the plants shall be done 
by parents and pupils, the ladies to 
furnish a little lunch after the work is 
done, follow ed by appropriate exercises 
from the children. This will add inter- 
est to school, and be of value as an> edu- 
cator to the children. In Germany this 
idea is carried to the extent of school 
gardens or orchards in which the pupils 
are taught Uie rudiments of practical 
horticulture, grafting. bn<ldmg. etc.
